There is comparatively little 
good spruce growing along the river 
above the Rocky mountain house, but 
large forests can be seen on the till 
sides at a distance, The Ascension of 
Clearwater is a very rapid and dan- 
gerous stream, much more so than 
the main river, Coal is not notice: 
in the banks of the main river above 
Goose encampment as plentifully is 
below that point, but there is some 
coal and iron stone all along, Mr. 
Haney brought down some specimens 
of rocks supposed to be gold bearing 
quartz; but for luck of an assaylet, 
that matter must remain in doubt 
for the present, This trip has shown 
another place that the gold does not 
come from, but where it does come

DISSATISFACTION OVER 
APPOINTMENT. 


There appears to be considerable 
dissatisfaction in the city over the 
prospective appointment of an out- 
sider to the position of Chief of Po- 
lice, made vacant by the resignation 
of Chief Evans. Some of the alder- 
men, as well as other citizens, do 
not favor the the idea of passing 
over the members of the local force, 
and bringing in a man about whom 
the city apparently knows nothing 
at the present time. 

One alderman, in speaking to the 
Bulletin, remarked that the fact of 
a man having been an officer in the 
army would not necessarily qualify 
him for efficient administration of a 
city police department. He pointed 
out also that the prospective appoin- 
tee had little experience in city po- 
lice work, his time of service in that 
connection having been confined to 
six months’ duty as clerk of the 
Brantford police court. 

The name of Sergt. Tidsbury has 
been frequently mentioned as an of- 
ficer of the present force, well quali- 
fied for the position from the point 
of experience and faithful service to 
the city. 

There is likely to be some lively 
discussions in the council before the 
question is finally settled.

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Boise, Idaho, June 7—Counsel for 
Wm. D. Haywood continued their at- 
tack on the testimony of Harry Orch- 
ard at both sessions of the trial to- 
day. They made their strongest as- 
sault on the witness’ connection with 
tthe events beginning with the explo- 
sion in the Vindicator mine and end- 
ing with the early meeting ‘between 
him and the leaders of the Western 
Federation of Miners in Dever. Tak- 
ing up the admission that Orchard 
made in direct examination, that he 
was treacherous to his comrades in 
Cripple Creek by disclosing a train 
wrecking plot, they developed the 
fact that Orchard entered the employ 
of D. C Scott, who had charge of rail- 
way detectives in the employ of the 
Mine Owners’ association, and that 
Scott paid his expenses and accom- 
panied him to Denver on the trip 
when he first met Moyer and Hay- 
wood. He said thta he had agreed to 
report to Scott, but that he lied to 
him, never intended to report to him 
and never did report. 

The defence also tricd to show tliat 
because he stood well with the mine 
owners, Orchard was never molested 
-by the militia in Cripple Creek dur-;} 
ing the strike. Orchard admitted that 
Scott had told him that if the militia 
interfered with him he was to send 
for him, and that the militia did not 
interfere with him or search his | 
house.

He Was Jealous. 

Orchard said he went to Scott first 
because he had not been paid for his 
work at the Vindicator nine and he 
was jealous because he was given 
hard work like the Vindicator mine 
job, whereas other men were assign- 
ed the simple job of train wrecking 
by displacing rails. 

Crimes great and small were added 
to Orchard’s record today. The Crip- 
ple Creek woman with whom he had 
committed bigamy had three sons. 
Orchard stole high grade ore from a 
messmate, He stole two cases of 
powder from the Vindicator mine. 
He stole powder to make one of the 
bembs thrown into the Vindicator 
coal pile, and he lied. 

The defence endeavored in various 
was to throw doubt and improba- 
hilities around Orchard’s whole Vin- 
dicator mine story, and the alleged 
eonnection of W. F. Davis and Wm. 
Easterly with the affair, and the cir- 
eumstances under which Orchard tes- 
tified that he met Moyer and Hay- 
wood and was paid for the commis- 
sion of the crime. It also tried to 
discredit Orchard’s story that he was 
sent back to Cripple Creek with un- 
limited credit and orders to commit 
ony act of violence that he cared to. 
They confronted Orchard with Kast- 
erly and Owney Barnes, and paved 
the way for the contradiction by them 
of the story told by Orchard. 

Several times during the day they 
paved the way for controversion of 
bis testimony on material pointe. 
Orchard stood the. test and strain very 
well and held to the story he related 
yesterday and the day before. 


Defence on a New Tack. 


Buddenly toward the close of the 
day the defence took up the trip Orch- 
ard made to Southern Colorado with 
Moyer in the early part of 1904, and 
showed that Moyer feared to go south 
unguarded because “mine owners’ of- 
ficial thugs” had beaten up innocent 
men and that he sent for Orchard to 
aid in protecting him. It was agreed 
that they should carry shot guns with 
them and placed them in the car, ¢o 
that if they were attacked they could 
defend themselves. 

Attorney Richardson, in questioning 
the witness, made it very clear that 
this was an entirely straightforward 
arrangement, free from any fake. 

Counsel flared up several times dur- 
ing the day and in the last passage at 
arms Mr. Hawley said that Mr. Rich- 
lardson told a falsehood when he inti- 
mated that Orchard was a fixed wit- 
ness. 

The trial will go on tomorrow, and 
cross-examination of Orchard, who 
has been on the stand three days, will 
be concluded, 


ORCHARD ON 8TAND 
THROUGHOUT MORNING, 


Boise, Idaho, June 7.—The trial of 
William D. Haywood for the murder 
of former Governor Frank Steunen- 
berg, was resumed at 9 a. m, today, 
When Orchard again took the stand 
today he said he had neglected yes- 
terday to give the name of his sixth 
sister, Minnie Horsley, who married 
a man named Rogers and who lived 
in New York State. Orchard also 
said that he had stated yesterday | 
{he had no partners in the wood busi- 
ness in Burke, Idaho. He remem- 
bered today that there were two 
men to whom he owed money and 
to whom he had promised an inter- 


est in’the business. 

Orchard admitted that while he) 
was in Idaho he became quite a 
ambler, playing poker most of the 


time. He was asked how he voted 
the day the union decided to go down 
to Wardner and blow up the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan mines and said he 
did not remeimber,

Evidence Unshaken So Far. 


EK. F. Richardson, for the defense, 
took the withess through a descrip- 
tion of the makeup of the train 
which took rioting miners to 
Wardner. Orchard said it was com- 
posed of thirteen cars, some being 
freight and others passenger coaches, 

“Are you sure,” finally asked Mr. 
Richardson, “that you were not at 
Burke or Mullen playing poker when 
this explosion occurred?” ¥ 

“IT am sure,” came the reply. “I 
lit one of the fuses which fired the 
powder under the mill.” 

“Did you know Heywood, Moyer or 
Pettibone at this time?” 

“No, sir.” 

“They were not with you at, Ward- 
ner when the mill was blown , up, 
were they?’ ; 

“No, sir, not that I know of.” 

Orchard said he left Idaho after 
the blowing up. of Bunker Hill and 
Sullivan mills, to avoid arrest. He 
was taken over the years from 1887 
to 1892 in detail, explaining where he 
worked, where he got his money and 
where he went from time to time. 


Had Beginner's Luck. 

Orchard said he worked on = an 
avernge of ten to eleven months a 
year in mines in Utah and Nevada 
and Arizona. He gambled part of the 
time. 

“Did you lose when you first be- 
gan to play?” 

“Not always.” 

“But you finally got so the other 
fellow always lost, didn't you?” 

“T nearly always lost.” 
Orchard traced his 
from place to place. He supplied 
the information, admitting that a 
large percentage of; his wages went 
over the gambling tables. He seldom 
remained more than from 
three months in any mining camp. 
Up to the time he went to Colorado 
in 1902, he said he had never heard 
of Haywood, Pettibone,’ Moyer or 

Simpkins. 


Went on hit Own Iniative. 

Orchard said he did not hear of 
Governor Steunenberg’s action in op- 
posing the Coeur d’Alene troubles 
until some time after he left Idaho. 

The witness said it was 
initiative which took him to Colorado, 
At that time, July or August of 1902, 
there was no trouble in Granite’s 
Creek. Arriving in Colorado he went 
to work in the Trachite mine and re- 
newed his membership in tht federa- 
tion, joining a local union headed by 
‘W. F. Davis, who had ‘been in charge 
of the party which blew up the Bunk- 
er Hill and Sullivan mills. 

Attorney Richardson asked 
witness repeatedly about his 
bling experiences. 

Was in Cripple Creek Strike. 

Orchard said he joined in the Crip- 
ple Creek strike of August, 1903. Mr. 
Richardson asked him if by ‘“‘high- 
grading” ore in the Vindicator mine, 
Orchard did not mean he was not 
merely an ore thie. 

“I den’t know what you call it,” 
replied Orchard. “ We took the 
high-class ore out secretly and 
sold it.” 

“You often made as high as $25 
or $30 » day, didn’t you, from ‘high- 
grading’?’’ 

“Ves.” 

In his direct testimony Orchard 
said he had reported to Davis 
finding of a carload of powder in the 
Vindicator mine. 

“Up to the time you told this to 
Davis, had there been any 
you of proposed violence to 
mine.” 

“No, sir.” 

“You never broached tre subject?

THE DEFENCE SEEKS TO DISCREDIT 
STORY TOLD BY HARRY ORCHARD 


But Fail to Shake Testimony of the Self Confessed Murderer of Former 
Governor Steunenburg And 17 Other Men----it Develops That 
Orchard Was in With Miners Association at One Time--- 

He Was Also an Inveterate Gambler. 


“Didn't he say that any violence 
would react on the union and was 
not to be countenanced?” 

“T believe he did.” 

Went With Another. 

With a man named Scholta, Or- 
chard said he went into the Vindi- 
cator mine to fire off the powder. A 
“Cager” discovered them and they 
shot at him. The plan was then 
abandoned. Two months later the 
blowing up of the mine was suggest- 
ed by Shorman, Parker and Davis. 
Orchard said the plan was to attach 
a pistol to a lift bar at the seventh 
level. The car would lift ehis bar, 
discharge the pistol into a box of gi- 
ant caps and fire the powder. 

Orchard said Will Easterly helped 
him ‘conduct experiments along this 
line. Easterly was present and was 
identified by Orchard. 


Two More Killed. 

Orchard continuing, said Easterly 
refused to participate in the explo- 
sion as he was an officer of the union. 
Orchard said he was promised §500 
for the attempt. Superintendent Me- 
Cormick and Mel Beck were killed 
a wee klater by a bomb which ‘Bil- 
ly” Ackerman helped Orchard — to 
place. In June 1903, Orchard said 
he married Mrs. Ida Toney, a widow 
with three children. Orchard was 
promised money by Davis and Par- 
ker the day after the bomb explod- 
ed. Orchard ~ said he had _ felt 
“sore” because he had been refused 
money for his first attempt. 

Asked why he informed the Flor- 
ence & Cripple Creek Railroad Com- 
pany of the miners alleged plot to 
wreck the train, Orchard said he was 


| perhaps a little jealous because he 


had not been employed on the job. 


THE EVIDENCE ADDUCED 
UNDER CROSS-EXAMINATION 


Boise, Idaho, June 7.—At the after- 
noon session of the court Orchard said 
that prior to his marriage in Colorado 
he lived at Cripple Creek. After re- 
porting to D. C. Scott, a detective of 
the Florence and Cripple Creek rail- 
way, about the attempt to wreck a 
train, Orchard said he saw Scott sev- 
eral times. He denied that he was 
reporting to the detective. He aiso 
saw D, C. Sterling, who had charge 
of the detective force of the Mine 
Owners’ association. He denied tel- 
ling Scott and Sterling that he was 
going to the miners’ headquarters to 
find out something against the leaders 
of the miners’ federation, but he ad- 
mitted telling Scott that he was guing 
to find out something about Easterly. 
He was asked ‘‘Whv paid your expen- 
ses to Denver, Scott?’’ 

“T got some money from Moyer.” 

“Didn't you tell Scott you were go- 
ing to find out something about Hay- 
wood and Moyer,” 

“Yes, I told him that.” 

He Lied to Scott. 

Orchard said he was not employed 
by Scott, and went to Denver only 
one day in December, 1903. He said 
he tried te conceal that he had been 
to see Scott and Sterling, but told 
Parker and Davis, of the union, about 
it when they got out of jail. Orchard 
denied that he ever gave any infor- 
mation concerning Moyer or Haywood 
and said that he lied to Scott when 
he promised to get information for 
him. Orchard said he never told Scott 
and Sterling anything about the ex- 
plosion in the Vindicator mine. 

Richardson questioned the witness 
closely as to the shait he used in en- 
tering the mine. He said he thought 


he went down No. 11 to place the 
‘bomb,

Law Suit in New York Involving 608,- 
008 Acres of B.C. Land, 


New York, June 7.—An action. in- 
volving some 600,000 acres of the rich. 
est timber land and coal lands of 

ritish Columbia will come up for 
earing before the British vice-con- 
sul at the British consulate in this 
city on Monday next. The hearing 
was scheduled for yesterday, but war 
adjourned for one weck. The suft 
was brought by the Canadian Pacific 
railway against F. tom eg Heinze, 
in an effort to compel the latter to 
tace title to this land, which is being 
held in trust for him under a trust 
deed that makes the land non-taxable 
until 1911 if the title were taken at 
this. time, The land comprises 4 
small empire in itself, and the timber 
and underlying coal fields, all cf 
which are absolutely undeveloped, 
form one of the most valuable prop- 
erties in all Canada, The object «f 
the railroad in seeking to compel 
Heinze to take title is that the rail- 
road may then proceed with the de- 
velopment of other adjoining property 
after Mr. Heinze has designated the 
exact boundaries of his property,

small scale, it should be still mor 
profitable when conducted on a lar 


ger scale. And the increased profi 


from a large farm should more thar 
equal the proportion between th: 
area of the large and small farm 
The farmer should make more fron 
a half-section farm than two neigh 
bors, each with a quarter section 
farm. This for the well understooc 
reason that a large enterprise can b 
operated more economically than twe 
smaller ones doing the same work anc 
and having the same output. On thi 
large farm as compared to the smal 
one there is economy in management 
in labor and in machinery, an econ 
omy in itself sufficient to make th: 
difference between loss and gain. 
Another advantage of the = larg: 
farm is that it enables the farme 
to make provision for the future—: 
condition of no small consequence «+ 
the country at large. Ontario anc 
the eastern provinces generally, havi 
been and are suffering a heavy drain- 
age of rural population to Wester 
Canada. The attractions of a nev 
country are in part accountable fo 
this, but there is another reason a 
well. Thousands of farmers’ sons 
raised on the farm and trained t 
farm, come west for the excellent 
reason that they could not remain (1 
the eastern provinces and continue 
to be farmers, They have not farm: 
and could not buy them at the higt 
land prices prevailing. Reared on : 
hundred acre homestead, what els 
can a family of half dozen sturdy 
young farmers do than migrate to ; 
country where land is cheaper? Ty

Heretofore the Western settler has 
been able to secure a half section 
farm by homesteading and purchas- 
ing a quarter section of railway land, 
But the supply of such land is limit- 
ed in certain districts, and the prices 
are steadily using. If the half se>- 
tion farm is to be made possible to 
the future settler some other land 
must be made. available to the home- 
steader for his second quarter. This 
is the purpose of the pre-emption 
privilege of the new Dominion Lands 
Act to be re-introduced at next ses- 
sion of Parliament. This privilege 
enables the homesteader to secure a 
second quarter for a minimum price, 
provided he cultivates it. To the 
settler this means a half-section farm 
instead of a quarter-section; to the 
country it means a population . ot 
prosperom farmers who have the 
opportunity of continuing their pros- 
perity to their children’s children,

Tribute to Memory 
Of Auguste Noel 


August Noel, who died in Edmon 
ton two weeks ago, was buried a’ 
Arthabascaville, P.Q., on May 29. The 
funeral service was one of the mosi 
imposing ceremonies ever witnessec 
in the eastern townships in the pro 
vince of Quebec, Representative bus 
iness men and professional men fron 
various parts of the province attend 


Wiggins ought to; ed the service as a tribute to th 


high standing of the deceased in iis 
profession. 

Kastern newspapers mention amon 
those present: t C. Noel, Alcid 
Noel, brothers; Hon, Mr. Justice La 
vergne, his father- in-law; Louis La 
He M.P.; George Smith, M.P.P, 

Methot; Armand Lavergne, M 

P. Crepau, J. F. Walsh, Pau 
ME, P. H. Cote, A. Poisson, Dr 
Belleau, Napol Laliberte, Dawso1 
City; Mr. Valiquette, Edmonton; EF 
Laliberte, M.P.; F. Beauchesne, M.P. 
and Mr, J. Talbot. 

Business houses in the city of Arth 
abascaville were practically clonea 
during the service. Mr. Noel’s for 
mer teacher, Abbe Maltais, said thi 
last prayers of the church over the 
dead, 

It was in Artrabascaville, his natal 
county, that Noel first practiced his 
profession, in partnership with Loui: 
Lavergne, now M.P. for Athabasca 
in the little office in which Sir Wil 
frid Laurier, close onto forty years 
ago, first fought his great fights ‘n 
law and politics. 

The Edmonton public knew him 
merely as a momber of the law firm 
of Noel, Noel & Cormack. His friends 
knew him as a student, a deep think- 
er and writer. They prophesied foi 
him success in his profession and in 
politics, 

Noel was thirty-five when he died. 
He was born at Tingwick, in Atha- 
basca county. He studied at Sher- 
brooke college and at Laval univer. 
sity, and was admitted to the bar 
at tweny-four. His father, Elisee 
Noel, was a boyhood friend of Sit 
Wilfrid Laurier. Auguste Noel loved 
the legal profession and like most 
French-Canadians of university train- 
ing, loved politics. By prneiple he 
was a Liberal. He was a follower of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and a supporter «1 
the Liberal patcy. 

It is often said that French-Can- 
adian students follow Laurier blindly, 
being dazzled by the splendor of his 
statesmanship and the fact that Sir 
Wilfrid is of French extraction, It '3 
not so. In 1897 Noel, though approv- 
ing the policy of the Liberal govern- 
ment, upon fiscal issues, ee Sir 
Wiltrid upon the Manit school 
question. He accepted a candidacy 
in Arthabasca against Louis Lavergne 
in the provincial elections. Lavergne 
was a Liberal, Noel opposed him, be- 
lieving that the Liberal governinent at 
Ottawa should have presented a_re- 
medial bill in favor of separate 
schools in Manitoba, Later he .as 
a candidate for the local house in 
the Yukon. 

In 1899 Noel went to the Yukon. 
\It was here that he achieved the 
enecess that brought his name prom- 
inently before the Canadian profes- 
sion. Among his clients were notably 
Alex. MéeDonald, the Klondike King, 
and Jim McNamee, the millionaire 
miner, 

The Canadian proies§on followed 
with keen interest the case of Bel- 
cher versus McDonald, Apparently a 
simple case of accounting betiween 
co-owners, it involved a sum of $126,- 
000. The case was carried trom court 
to court and into the judicial com- 
mittee of the Privy Council in Eng- 
land, where judgment was given in 
favor of My. Noel and his cltent. 
The complicated case of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce against MeDonaid 
one of appropriation of monies, ex- 
cess interest and mortgage, is known 
to every well informed banker It 
was a famous case won by Noel 1n 
the lower and higher courts, 

It was probably upon the strength 
of these successes that a former Can- 
adian now at the head of the legal 
profession in London offered Mr. 
Noel a tull partnership in his office 
But Mr. Noel was essentially a Can- 
adian, He loved Canada; he loved 
the west. 

He came to Edmonton almost_im- 
mediately after is marriage to Miss 
Gabrielle Lavergne, daughter of Mr. 
Justice Lavergne ot Montreal, 

It was a particularly sad coinci- 
dence that rs. Noel should return 
to Montreal a widow six months, day 
for day, after her wedding. Mr. Noel 


was not weighed down by party ties |’ 
¢ 


in politics; he was an independent 
AB poe Like Henri Bourassa, Mr. 
Noel studied Canadian issues from a 
high plane, untrammelled by private 
interests. Mr, Bourassa and Mr. Noel 
were staunch friends.

Canadian patriotism, 

The courage Mr. Noel displayed in 
expressing his views somewhat sur- 
rised his hearers, yet they admired 
vis courage and talent, His addres- 
ses may be considered as the legacy 
of one seeking the intellectual and 
mora] progress of his country. ratner 
than its sheer material development. 
Noel believed that Canada should 
bring brawn and muscle to its shores; 
that the tide of immigration should 
not cease to flow, but that the ma- 
terial advancement and progress of the 
nation should give way to intellectual 
and moral development, It ‘was his- 
opinion that English speaking Cana- 
dians. and French speaking Can- 
adians should stand equal in all 
things, and that they should be tree 
to evolve their destiny in peace, ac- 
cording to their faith and nationality. 
He believed that the respect of that

He opposed 
ihperiallén, believing that both the 
mother country and the colonies 
ee develop at home, within their 
ctive horizons for the evolution 
ond maintenance of a great empire.

It is particularly sad to see 
a young man in whom was reposed 
the confident hope of his fellow men 
that he would labor in «weir interest, 
lie before his life work wae accom 
plished, It is like ecuuing down the 
wheat when it is but a blade of grass 
and green—long ere it has, ripened. 
To trose wrom he loved and to 
those who loved him there is given 
a degree of sympathy, For those who 
knew him not this short biography 
is written that they may appreciate 
the patriotic ambitions of one who 
has just left us,

Expansion Necessary. 

Several important changes are 
shadow in the address of 
chairman, Mr. Alex, Taylor. 
quote from his report: ‘The work 
of providing ordinary aecommoda- 
tion for classes will not be less, but 
rather greater in the ‘immediate ‘fu- 
ture. ‘We should provide also for 
such expansions and improvements 
in our’ work as are necessary ahd 
suitablé to advariced and efficient 
city school systems” 

“The. success and growth of our 
high-school work will make a vigor- 
ous policy necessary with respect to 
this class of work as the present 
building will very shortly prove in- 
adequate for high-school purposes.’’ 

- City Superintendent. 

With regard to the office of super- 
intendent, the chairman has the fol- 
lowing! to say: “The increase of 
work ih all departments during the 
year and the need of furnishing as- 
sistance to pringipals in the work of 
classifieatigon and organization of pu- 
pils ang-the fixing of schvol districts, 
hay de it necessary to appoint a 
rafperintendent, who has renderad 

J suitable assistance to the school 
management committee, as well as 
to others. Notwithstanding the 
heavy influx of pupils during the 
past term the increase has ‘been as- 
similated without disturbance to clas- 
sificatién and principals have been 
allowed to du steady and_ efficient 
work with the classes in their charge. 

“The. board has ‘been saved consid- 
erable labor in attending to the mat- 
ter of supplies and in the procuring 
of equipment and in the superintend- 
ing the necessary repairs.”

He reports the 
provision for an increase of seven 
or eight classes during the year and 
advocates the hurrying of the two 
large schools during 1907, and the 
procuring of sites of suitable size in 
good. time, He also advocates the 
improvement of school grounds by 
trees, garden plots. and Jawns. 
Shorter Number of Teaching Days. 

The finance minister of the board, 
Dr. W. A. Ferris, presents a compre- 
hensive statement of the cost of sup- 
port for each school, the debenture 
indebtedness of the board and the in- 
surance in force. 

He points out that the ‘board would 
gain by the establishment of a short- 
er yearly total of teaching days in 
towns and cities and advocates ‘the 
reduction from 210 to 200 days. He 
advises the putting of the cost of

Mr, H. C. Taylor, chairman of the 
supply committee, gives a brief ac- 
count of the important expenditures 
of the year.

The secretary-treasurer’s —_ report 
consists of two parts, showing in one 
case the assets and liabilities of the 
board and in the other the cash re- 
ceipts and payments for 1906. 

Superintendent’s Report. 

An exhaustive Ft is submitted 
by Superintendent McCaig. From it 
we learn that the enrolment during 
1906 was 1,644 pupils, which is 35 per 
cent. above that for 1905, and three 
times the enrolment for 1902, Of 
these, 142 were in the high-school 
standarda, te remainder in the pub- 
lie school. He calls attention to 
the marked falling-off in attendance 
in the standards above JII, which is 
ascribed to the great demand for la- 
bor of half-grown boys .and girls, 
but more particularly boys.

The Case for Manual Trainin 

With regard to the public school 
the superintendent presents the case 
for manual training in an interest- 
ing way. He says: 

“In standards [V. and V. only thir- 
ty-six per cent, of the pupile enrolled 
are boys. It would probably be ad- 
visable here toc that the board 
should broaden the work of the 
school by the addition of manuaf 
training to the course. Creative, con- 
structive or mechanical work is at- 
tractive to boys at this age and is a 
necessary part of school work espe- 
cially in cities.

On the occupation 
of this school the College Avenue 
school was devoted to high school 
uses and it has answered this use 
since that time, though high-school 
organization took place some years 
previous to this time. In 1905 the 
McKay Avenue school. was built and

The round-up is held 
wo or three times a year to collect 
ll the calves for branding in the 
pring and fall, and also to collect the 
nimals to be sold as ‘beef, Every 
ound-up covers different teiritory,

d of the ranch’s cattle. 

The cowboys sometimes ride four 
ir five miles before thes come to the 
‘istrict to be worked. Then the fore- 
nan divides the bowhoys into three 
vr four little groups, and sends each 
troup a different way. Sometimes 
me group will be sent ten or fifteen 
liles to make certain of gathering in 
ul the cattle in the district assigned 
o them of their return journey. After 
n hour or two all the men are to- 
ether again, having assembled ao 
‘erd of from five hundred to three 
housand cattle.

Londen, June 7.—The first . inter- 
national horse show held in England, 
an exhibition of horses similar ih 
many respects to that held in Madi- 
son Square Gardens, with the added 
interest that the competitors came 
from many countries, was opened at 
Olympia today and will last a week. 
The ‘building wag not large enough to 
hold all the horses entered in the 
various clases, and’ wie stabling {n 
the neighborhood had to be utilized. 
The seating capacity also promised to 
be taxed to the utmost and all tha 
boxes were taken for the season. 
Among the holders of the Jatter were 
A. G. Vanderbilt, A. B. MacKay, H. 
8. Ladew, Clarence Moore and C. B. 
Hulme. 

The American horses received much 
attention, the stalls in which they 
were comfortebly located being sur- 
rounded by grand continental horse- 
men, .The morning events saw one 
American horse in the running, Sir 
Humphreys, a hackney stallion, the 
property of F. Pabst, of Milwaukee. 
He carried everything before him, 
taking the first prize in the class for 
hackney stallions, four year old, fonl- 
ed in or before 1908, and standing 
over 16.2 hands 

Sir Humphrey also carried off a 
greater honor, the champion gold cup 
presented by Sir John Kerr for the 
best hackney stallion in the show. 
This victory, by far the most im 
portant of the morning, was loudly 
applaudeed. The wither easily out- 
classed his competitors; among which 
were horses from England, Treland, 
Holland and Belgium, many of them 
prize winners at continental and 
English shows. 

Is the afternoon Poetry of Motion, 
owned by Lawrence Jones, of Louis- 
ville, took the first prize for ladies 
hacks, not under 14.2 and not ex- 
ceeding 15.2 hands, ridden by a lady,

Mr, Oliver is too well’informed con- 
cerning the needs of the western 
settler and the conditions that pre- 
vail in this part of Canada to be 
likely to make any great mistake in 
preparing such a measure as his land 
bill—and if faith in his judgment be 
admitted, faith in the bill must fol- 
low, as no one who, knows him doubts 
the sincerity of his desire to give the 
settlers an absolutely square deal. 

These facts being. admitted, Mr.
